— The Oil Prices Committee (here- 
inafter referred to as the OPCt set up by the Government 
vide Government Resolution dated the 16th March, 1974 under 
the Chairmanship of Dr K, S- Krishnaswamy, Deputy Gover- 
nor. Reserve Bank of India, Bombay, submitted in December, 
1975 an interim report on dealers’ commission on the sale of 
Motor Spirit. High Speed Diesel Oil, Kerosene and Light 
Diesel Oil. The Government of India have considered this 
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repo t and the decisions of the Government on the recom- 
mendations of the OPC are given below : 

2 D' I’ler’s Commission on Motor Spirit and Hi git Speed

2, 1 The OPC recommended that the rates of commission 
to the retail dealers may not be fixed on an ad valorem basis 
but should be specific, expressed in terms of rupees per KL. 
The dealer’s commission should be determined in a manner 
that gives the dealers a reasonable return. The OPC considered 
that a uniform rate of commission for all retail outlets irres- 
pective of the level of throughput would be detrimental to 
the interests of the low volume outlets and would, at the same 
time, givo unintended profits to the high volume outlets. 
Therefore, the Committee recommended a sliding scale of 
commission assuming cash sales, for outlets of different 
throughput levels as follows :

2.2 "n order to ensure uniformity in the selling prices of 
the two products at all retail outlets (of varying throughputs) 
in a given place the OPC has recommended a uniform total 
comm ssion of Rs. 65 /- per KL for MS and Rs. 40/- per KL 
for HSDO as against Rs. 41.80 and Rs. 17.60 per KL res- 
pectively in vogue since 1954/55. 

2 5 To enable the oil companies to disburse the precise 
entitlement of the commission to the individual retail outlet 
dealer according to the sliding scalo rates mentioned above, 
the OPC suggested that the total commission of Rs. 65/- per 
KL for MS could be split up into two elements, Rs. 42/- per 
KL us dealers’ commission and Rs. 23/- per KL as “retail 
pump outlet surcharge - ’. Similarly the total commission of 
Rs. 40/- per KL for HSDO could be split into Rs. 20/- pep 
KL as dealers’ commission and Rs. 20/- per KL as “retail 
pumn outlet surcharge”. Of these, the retail pump outlet 
surcharges of Rs. 23/- per KL for MS and Rs. 20/- per KL for 
HSDO would, in the first instance, be added to tho net price 
of MS /HSDO at the oil companies depot and tbe proceeds 
credited bv the oil companion to a separate fund. The other 
element viz.. Rs. 42/- per KL for MS and Rs. 20/- per KL 
for HSDO would then be added on by the dealers and collec- 
ted Tom the ultimate consumer and retained by the dealers. 
At IV end of each month the precise entitlement of the dealer 
on the basis of the supplies made during the previous month 
(s’) and the sliding scale rates mentioned in para 2.1 above 
would be calculated and the appropriate amount due to the 
dentcr in relation (o what is retained by him paid to him or 
coberLd from him as necessary uiid adjusted through the fund 
mentioned above. 

The Government have accepted these recommendations. 

3. With the revision in the rales of commission on MS and 
HSD, the levy of service charges by the retail outlet dealers 
should be discontinued. Therefore, there should not, in gene- 
ral, be env increase in the ultimate price e hpre“ J *o 'b» eon- 
sumer. The OPC has recommended that the selling prices of 
MS and HSD be controlled under the Essential commodities 
Act of T155. 

Tim Government have not accepted tire recommendation of 
the OPP m eontiol the prices of MS/HSD under tbe Essen- 
tial Commodities Act as bulk of the supplies of these pro- 
ducts are through the nationalised oil companies and price dis- 
cipline can be enforced bv executive measures such as inspec- 
tions. cutting olT of supplies, cancellation of dealerships etc. 
The position could bo reviewed after some time. Meanwhile 
directives are being issued to the Slate Government authorities. 
Union TA-rborv Administrations and the oil companies that 
a cloe eh-rk on a continuing basis should be made la see that 
no increase in prices takes place. 

To ensure strict compliance with the decisions of the Gov- 
ernm-mt no retail outlet dealer shall sell, or buy, or exchange 
prodn-ts with any other retail outlet dealer without the prior 


permission of the concerned oil company. For a proper ac- 
countal, it is necessary that the retail outlet dealers submit 
to the authorities concerned annual statement of the leceipts 
of MS/HSD fiotn the oil companies and the sales thereof for 
each retail outlet separately. 

The Government desire that the settle of services, including 
working hours should be maintained as hitherto and serv ce 
such a9 air and water, toilet facility, limited first aid, drink- 
ing water and cleaning of windscreen etc., should continue to 
be provided as hitheito by tho retail outlet dealers free of 
charge. 

4. The OPC has also made the following recommendations : 

(i) The oil industry should examine the licence fee re- 
covery in consultation with the dealers and evolve 
guidelines for determination of licence fees. In the 
meantime, licence fees for the existing dealers should 
be frozen at the existing levels at least for a period 
of two years (that is upto the end of December 
1977), except for revisions in statutory levies and 
charges. 

(ii) In the matter of security deposits there is no unifor- 
mity among the oil companies. The security depo- 
sit should in no caso exceed Rs. 1000/- per outlet 
withont lube bay and Rs. 1500/- per outlet wilh lube 
bay(s). Any amount in excess of these will bo view- 
ed as public deposit, 

(iii) The gross margin on the sale of lube oils and greas- 
es is on tho high side and needs to be reduced. A 
gross margin of Rs. 1200/- per KL on lubes and 
Rs. 1 5 00/ - per MT on greases will be adequate. 

(iv) Regarding shrinking allowance, certain ad-hoc in 
creases can be conceded until further details are work- 
ed out by the. Oil Coordination Committee. 

The Government have accepted the above recommenda- 
tions. 

5. Commission on SKO and LDO 

Hie OPC has recommended certain norms and ceilings fm 
detei mining the commission for agents/wholesalers / retailers 
of SKO and LDO. The Government have accepted these. 
recommendations. The norms and ceilings arc being com- 
municated to all the State Government authorities and Union 
Territory Administrations for their guidance in fixing the sell- 
ing prices of SKO and LDO to the consumers at various Lea. 
lions at the earliest with a directive that the prices of SKO 
and LDO should not in any case he enhanced. 

6. The decision contained herein in respect of commission 
on MS and HSDO shall come into force with effect from 1st 
July, 1976, and will remain in force until further orders.

sidiary Banks) Act, 1959, and a corresponding new bank 
cons fluted under the Banking Companies (Acquisition and 
Transfer of Undertakings’) Act, 1970, in respect of secured 
advances made by them, to the following institutions also 

(a) All State le\cl Cooperative Faciei ations engaged in 
the business of consumer articles, irrespective of the 
fact whcthci they arc rcgMered as State Level Con- 
sumer Cooperative Federations or Marketing Coope-

o under any other nomenclature whatsoever, provided 
thnt tneir coverage under this Guarantee Scheme will

(b) All Cooperative institutions engaged in retail busi- 
ness in the distribution of consumer articles, registe- 
red with whatsoever nomenclature, and having a sales 
turnover of at least Rs. 50 lakhs per annum, and in 
the case of such institutions in cooperatively under- 
developed States, having a minimum annual sales 
turnover of Rs, 2S lakhs. 

3. The Central Government Guarantee will be available 
only in respect of secured loans and advances granted for speci- 
fic periods before the 1st April, 1979, with the prior approval 
in writing of the Surety, against pledge or hypothecation of 
goods, which would book debts securities, investments and 
other moveable property, to wholesale or central consumer 
cooperative societies, State level Federations of Consumer 
Cooperatives, National Cooperative Consumers’ Federation 
and all other Institutions mentioned in para 2(a) & (b) 
above. The banks have to keep a margin of 10% only 
on such loans and advances. The liability under the Cen- 
tral Government’s Guarantee in respect of any such 
loan or advance to any society will be limited to : — 

(i) 25% of the amount of all guaranteed loans and ad- 
vances actually outstanding on the books of the bank 
against the cooperative society on the date on which 
the notice of demand is issued by the bank in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the agreement; 

OR 

(ii) Rs. 75 lakhs (Rupees Seventyfive lakhs) in the case 
of the National Cooperative Consumers’ Federation, 
Rs. 50 lakhs (Rupees Fifty Lakhs) in the case of 
all States level Federations including cooperative 
institutions mentioned in the para 2(a), and Rs. 30 
lakhs (Rupees Thirty lakbs) in the case of all 
other cooperative institutions, including those men- 
tioned in para 2(b), irrespective of their place of 
business in metropolitan cities or elsewhere;

— The question of Control of Shifting 
Cultivation has been undei the consideration of the Govern- 
ment of India. Shifting Cultivation is a way of life and is 
an adaptation to the local community life to a completely 
self-contained economic system. Compared to this stage of 
generalised production of total requirement, the advance cul- 
livation (settled agriculture) is a highly specialised affair. In 
the past, attempts were made under Land Colonisation schemes 
for permanent settlement of trr'bals who practise Shifting 
Cullivation. The schemes, however, have not shown adequate 
results. 

Tn view of the very special nature of the problem of Shift- 
ing Cultivation, the Government of India have decided to 
consilium a Board to review planning and implementation of 
live schemes.
